THE 14 INDEPENDENT SCRATCHER ” 
There is a powerful bit of sarcasm iu 
that portion of Emery A. Storrs’ speech in 
Chicago on Thursday, where he defines 
the character and position of the independ­ 
ent scratcher. That class of persons who 
are always dissatisfied with the divine cre­ 
ation of things, and always ready to scratch, 
were never more floely photographed than 
by Mr. Storrs. He drew a picture true to 
life and one which the history of the past 
fifteen or twenty years will stamp as re ­ 
markably accurate. He said, 
“I con

that

scaled, 
and 
shall 
not 
attempt 
to 
scale,those dizzy heights from which I 
0 juid look down upon them. I am con­ 
tent to remain in the valleys, where I find 
such company 
(referring to Lincoln, 
Douglas, W ashburn, Chandler. Grant, Ed* 
alands, Blaine, Logan, and Carpenter,) as 
1 have named, rather than to seek those 
drearier and colder if loftier mountain 
peaks to which that few select, and few 
aspire who profess to see in the nomiaatioa 
aud election of General Grant as Presi­ 
dent of the United States dang ers which 
the wisdom and patriotism of the country 
are not able to perceive. Indeed, who am 
I, to set my feeble opinion agnost ttie ag­ 
gregated patriotism, Intelligence, wisdom, 
and experience of the patly 7 Who am I, 
to threaten that wisdom, experience, aud 
intelligence, that unless it surrenders Its 
opinions for mine I will refuse obedience 
to orders, and bolt tho ticket? Tnis colos­ 
sal egotism is claimed independence. Toe 
man who parades it is knowa as the inde­ 
pendent scratcher,—independent of tho 
party to which he belongs, save when the 
minority to which he is attached can rule. 
whose ticket be yotes, whose principles he 
condescendingly espouses, and whose Can­ 
didates be patronizingly supports, at fitful, 
uncertain, and spasmodic Intervals, the re - 
currency of which it is given lo no one to 
foretell." 
More strictly defining who an indepen­ 
dent 
scratcher 
is, 
Mr. 28torrs bald: 
“I do not include among the inde­ 
pendent scratcher those true Republicans 
who honestly prefer the nomination by the 
forthcoming National Republic ad Con­ 
vention of some other candidate than Gen. 
Grant. Those true and earnest Republi­ 
cans who prefer either Mr. Washburne, or 
Mr. Sherman, or Mr. Blaine, or Mr. Ed­ 
munds, will surely find the claims of their 
favorites respectfully considered by that 
Convention, and will as surely support Its 
nominee as I am sure ? I support him, not 
naltingly, half-heartedly, and unwillingly, 
but with whole soul and in dead earnest 
The friends ol Gen. Grant do not bolt, aud 
they neither boast nor threaten; but they 
do better,—they succeed. 
The independ­ 
ent scratcher *s either that 
ambitious 
young man, very proud oi knowing what 
older and wiser men have found it con­ 
venient to forget, or is an ambitious man 
of acy age who, itching for notoriety, must 
find some one more distinguished than 
aimselt to scratch.” 
He then gale a history of the Independ­ 
ent prattlers who from the mountain

Thai Seem* to lie the Way the Mew

P ro g re ss o f th o In v e s t le a t i on-C o l­ 
onel L azelle’s T estim ony. 
W est Point, April IO—At the opening 
of the W hittaker case Ic-day the recorder 
read an official letter defining Martin J 
Townsend’s position before the court a9 
adviser and counsel for the recorder. 
The first witness called was Commandant 
Lazelle, of the corps of the cadets. 
He 
test’fied to the orders he received to Inves­ 
tigate the W hittaker case, and how he 
proceeded. Ho called each cadet beiore 
him, put him on his honor, aad each de­ 
nied all knowledge of the affair. He ex­ 
amined the pieces of the belt with which 
Whittaker was bound, but found no 
marks on them which would givo any 
clew to the perpetrators. 
He went to 
VV h it'Aker’s n o m , and with the free con­ 
sent of Whittaker, examined his corre­ 
spondence, and also compared the hand­ 
kerchiefs in his p< is ~sion,but found none 
to correspond with the one fouud in VY’hlt- 
take’s room. He had the building searcbr J 
to see it any citizen’s clothing could be 
found. In a package brought to Whittaker 
from the laundry he found two handker­ 
chiefs which corresponded with the bloody 
handkerchief. He was at 4tlie hospital 
when Whittaker was examined, and saw 
no bruises on him. 
Al the afternc >n session Colonel La/.olio 
gave his reasons why he thought Whitta* 
ker shamming. He was strongly Impressed 
with the idea that the handwriting of 
Whittaker compared closely {with the 
handwriting in the note of warning 
Toe 
Auding of the necktie wrs, he thought, 
against Whittaker, because no person in 
civilian’s dr' s would have brought ii 
there.

these musty maps was one bearing date of 
183G, aud showing the city of Kasbkanong, 
as laid out in the town of R est. It showed 
a city about two miles in extent one way 
and over a mile the other way, and squares 
were left for the expected Court housfl,and 
State house, There was market square, 
an 
elegant 
bridge, 
with 
stone 
piers, 
in 
fact 
a 
blooming 
booming town. 
Where, oh, where is it 
now ? The map contained ths cheering 
information that timber and stone abound­ 
ed there for building purpcsoo, that .all 
water business would have to center there, 
aad the hopetul prediction was made that 
“it would beom e the molt inter'ating 
site on the river.” 
Wi ^cousin City was the name which 
graced another map, showing a well-laid 
out city in the town of Rock, containing 
203 blocks, and lots reserve I for five 
churches,an acilem y.a college, thre3 pub­ 
lic £Chool buildings, a large market place, 
and two public parks. The new railroad 
will piss directly through this city, but will 
probably not notice it. 
Another large town built on paper wai 
named Vanburen. It was laid out in the 
northw^'t corner of the town of Union on 
the Cattish river. 
A large strip of ground 
we* rf served for hydraulic purposes, with 
the view, doubtless, o f' Uablishing water 
works at an early date.

I ’J high l Rinding name we3 deem­ 
ed appropriate from its having a mineral 
spring wh icn his a prominent poaiuon on 
the map, and from which pours foarth a 
st re i ai which looks large enough to run 
many factories, and the water is supposed 
to be pure enough for angels to bathe in. 
It was located in the town of Porter. 
Caramone was another one of the for­ 
gotten citua. It was located in section Id 
Own of Fulton. The main street was 80 
feet wide, and the city lo’3 were 50 by 153 
feet, and plenty of them. 
Newburg was still another, located in 
sections 9 and IO, town of Reek. Th’s too 
seems to have gone with the rest.
